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Greenbelt Cooperatives Are 
Part of a Larger World

Did you know that there are 
more than 350 million members 
of cooperatives in America? That 
cooperatives give out nearly $79 
billion in patronage refunds and 
dividends? And that the top 100 
co-ops generate more than $150 
billion in revenue? These are 
just some of the facts and figures 
of the cooperative world, a world 
with considerable representation 
right here in Greenbelt. 

Greenbelt has six established 
cooperatives: Greenbelt Coop- 
erative Nursery, Greenbelt Homes, 


Inc., Greenbelt Consumer Coop- 
erative, Inc., Greenbelt Federal 
Credit Union, The New Deal 
Café, and, of course, Greenbelt 
News Review. Some of these 
have been around for decades; 
others are relatively new. All 
are part of a remarkable move- 
ment which began in England in 
1843 and has grown to operate 
in every industry including agri- 
culture, childcare, energy, finan- 
cial services, food retailing and

Council Revisits Development 
At Former Nursing Home Site

What was known as Green- 
belt Crossing, a 90-unit condo- 
minium development proposed 
for the former nursing home site 
between the Greenbelt Armory 
and University Square Apart- 
ments, came partially back to 
life on Wednesday, October 6. 
The occasion was a Greenbelt 
City Council worksession with 
a prospective buyer of the site, 
Abbey Road Property Group, an 
Alexandria, Va., company. 

Representing Abbey Road was 
its president, Matthew Biren- 
baum. He was accompanied by 
Steven Varga of Enterprise Real 


Estate, representing the seller. 

Three years ago, when the real 
estate market went into free fall, 
plans tanked for development of 
the property. It had been planned 
as a luxury, senior citizen-friendly 
condominium development on the 
4.5-acre site. Many Greenbelt 
residents had expressed interest 
in purchasing units. 

At that time the building was 
planned as a 90-unit multifam- 
ily-style structure with an attached 
garage of 2.3 parking spaces per 
unit (211 spaces overall). The

Everything People Need to Know 
About General Election Voting 


In addition to going to their 
polling places on November 2, 
registered Maryland voters will 
have two new options for cast- 
ing their ballots in this year’s 
gubernatorial general election. 
In-person early voting will be 
available for six days before the 
election at specified locations. 
All voters may now also choose 
to vote absentee, not only those 
who cannot come to the polling 
place on election day. 

It is now too late for any- 
one to register to vote in the 
general election who has not 
already done so. People may 
check their registration status, as 
well as locate their polling place 
and preview the ballot, by go- 
ing to http://www.elections.state. 
md.us and clicking on “Find Out 
Here!” 

Note that all contact infor- 
mation for the Prince George’s 
County Board of Elections is 
given at the end of this article. 

Early Voting 

People may vote at any early 
voting center in the county in 
which they are registered. Prince 
George’s County has five des- 
ignated centers, the closest one 
to Greenbelt being the College

Park site. Early voting centers 
will be open 10 a.m. to 8 p.m. 
from Friday, October 22 through 
Thursday, October 28, with the 
exception of Sunday, October 
24. 

Early Voting Process 

Voting during the early voting 
period is the same as voting on 
election day. Voters will check 
in as usual and use the touch 
screen voting system. The ballot 
is identical to the one on the vot- 
ing machines on election day. 

Instructions will be available 
at the early voting centers. Elec- 
tion judges will also be available 
to answer questions or provide 
help. 

Though not required for vot- 
ing, it is a good idea to bring 
identification showing the cur- 
rent address in case of a problem 
with a voter’s registration. For 
additional information call the 
Prince George’s County Board of 
Elections at 301-430-8020. 

Absentee Voting 

Any registered voter now has 
the option to vote by absentee 
ballot; there is no longer a re- 
quirement to certify one’s illness 
or absence from home on elec- 
tion day. 





Requesting a Ballot 

If the request for an absentee 
ballot is being submitted by mail 
or in person, it must be received 
at the county board of elections 
office no later than 8 p.m. on 
Tuesday, October 26; if faxed, 
the request must arrive by 11:59 
p.m. on October 26.

General Election Ballot Includes 
Constitutional Convention Issue 


Would you like the State of 
Maryland to have a new consti- 
tution? Yes? Well, now is your 
chance. 

Every 20 years the Maryland 
General Assembly is required to 
ask voters if they favor calling a 
constitutional convention to alter 
the Maryland Constitution. That 
is a requirement of the present 
State constitution. Thus, that 
will be the first ballot question 
put before voters at the upcom- 
ing November 2 gubernatorial 
election. 

Should a majority of voters 
at this election support calling 
a constitutional convention, the 
General Assembly will be re- 
quired by law to provide at its 
next session for the assembling 
of one. The General Assembly 
will also have to provide for the 
election of delegates to the con- 
vention. 

Any new constitution or 
amendment adopted by the con- 
vention would have to be sub- 
mitted to voters of the state for 
adoption or rejection at a later 
election. 

If voters do not approve this 
ballot question, the constitution 
can still be amended, as it al- 
most always is at each state elec-

tion. That amendment process 
requires the Maryland General 
Assembly to propose the change, 
which is then submitted to voters 
for approval or rejection at the 
next state election. Questions 2 
and 3 on the election ballot this 
year are just such constitutional 
amendments, which have been 
proposed by the legislature. 
Question 2 

Question 2 would limit the 
right to trial by jury in a civil 
proceeding to those where the 
amount in controversy exceeds 
$15,000. Currently, the right 
to jury is available to litigants 
of suits in which claims exceed 
$10,000. 

The amounts do not include 
the cost of attorney fees that may 
be recoverable in a civil pro- 
ceeding. For lawsuits of lesser 
amounts, a judge, instead of a 
jury, would determine the ver- 
dict. 

Since jury trials are an in- 
convenience to those impaneled 
to serve on a jury and tend to 
be more costly and lengthier tri- 
als, approval of the amendment 
would speed up the civil judicial 
process as well as save money. 
The downside, of course, is that 
a litigant seeking lesser damages 


would not be able to have a civil 
claim decided by a jury panel of 
peers. 

The proposal does not change 
the right to trial by jury of those 
facing criminal charges. 

Question 3 

State ballot Question 3 per- 
tains to a constitutional amend- 
ment affecting only Baltimore 
City. But both a majority of 
those voting in the city and those 
voting throughout the state must 
approve the amendment. 

If adopted, this amendment 
will require any person seeking 
the office of judge of the Or- 
phans’ Court in Baltimore City 
to be a member of the Maryland 
Bar who is admitted to practice 
law in Maryland. If approved, 
the amendment will raise the 
bar for qualifications to be an 
orphans’ court judge in Baltimore 
City. 

Each county in Maryland (ex- 
cept Harford and Montgomery 
Counties) has an orphans’ court 
with three judges serving. The 
only requirements for qualifying 
to be a judge are that the individ- 
ual is a citizen of Maryland and 
has resided within the jurisdiction

for the past 12 months. Thus, 
in Prince George’s and all the 
other jurisdictions with orphans’ 
courts, judges do not have to be 
lawyers. 

In Harford and Montgom- 
ery Counties, the county circuit 
court also serves as the orphans’ 
court. Since circuit court judges 
are required to be attorneys, the 
judges who sit as orphans’ court 
judges in those two counties are 
attormeys. 

Judges of orphans’ courts hear 
all contested matter regarding a 
decedent’s estate, including valid- 
ity of wills and legal questions 
involving transfer of properties. 
They also supervise estates that 
are probated judicially; approve 
accounts, awards of personal 
representatives’ commissions and 
attorney’s fees in all estates and 
have concurrent jurisdiction with 
the circuit courts in the guardian- 
ship of minors and their proper- 
ties. 

County Questions 

Six Prince George’s County 
questions will appear on the bal- 
lot, all required by the county 
charter. All are questions seek- 
ing approval for the county to 
issue bonds. 

The bond moneys sought for 
authorization would be used for 
the design, construction, recon- 
struction, extension, acquisition, 
improvement, enlargement, al- 
teration, renovation, relocation, 
rehabilitation or repair of the 
types of facilities set forth in the 
bond question. The county gov- 
ernment cannot borrow more than 
the amount authorized but could 
borrow less. 

These are general obligation 
bonds requiring the pledge of 
the county’s full faith and credit. 
Any money borrowed will have 
to be paid back with interest 
over a period of time out of the

distribution, health care, insurance, 
housing and telecommunications, 
as well as purchasing and shared 
Services. 

Cooperatives are businesses 
that are owned and controlled by 
their members, not by investors. 
They return surplus revenues (in- 
come over expenses and invest- 
ment) to members proportionate 
to their use of the cooperative, 
not proportionate to their owner- 
ship share. In general co-ops 
are motivated by service to their 
members, not by profit. All of 
the cooperatives in Greenbelt 
ascribe to cooperative principles 
including voluntary membership, 
democratic organization and eco- 
nomic involvement 

There are four main types of 
cooperatives: Consumer coop- 
eratives are owned by the peo- 
ple who buy the goods or use 
the services of the cooperative. 
Consumer co-ops include credit 
unions, child care cooperatives, 
electric and telecommunications 
cooperatives, food co-ops, health 
care co-ops, housing cooperatives. 
Producer Cooperatives are owned 
by people who produce similar 
types of products and collectively 
market them to improve their 
incomes. The News Review is a 
Producer Co-op. 

Worker-Owned Cooperatives, 
like Equal Exchange in Boston, 
are owned and governed by the 
employees of the business while 
Purchasing/Shared Services Coop- 
eratives, such as Ace Hardware, 
are owned and governed by in- 
dependent business owners that 
band together to enhance their 
purchasing power. 

Of course cooperatives oper- 
ate differently depending on their 
mission. Some, like the Green- 
belt Nursery School, make use 
of both paid staff and member 
participation as they offer a cre- 
ative educational environment to 
its member families. Others, like

the Greenbelt Consumer Coopera- 
tive (the Co-op), offer members 
a share in the earnings when the 
business shows a profit. 

Often cooperatives are born of 
necessity. GHI arose when the 
government decided it no longer 
wanted to be in the housing busi- 
ness. It is now one of more than 
6,400 housing cooperatives which 
provide homes for 1.5 million 
households. Others result from a 
shared love or activity. Wanting 
a place to gather and hear music, 
a group founded The New Deal 
Café in 1995. It’s a nonprofit 
member-owned cooperative over- 
seeing the operation of a restau- 
rant and coffee house, offering 
food, music and art exhibits by 
local artists. 

Cooperatives can serve spe- 
cific groups or communities. 
Greenbelt’s first financial facility, 
Greenbelt Federal Credit Union, 
was formed in 1937 to “promote 
thrift among its members and 
provide them with a source of 
credit for provident or productive 
purposes.” It was one of the first 
credit unions to offer checking 
accounts. Its field of member- 


ship includes anyone who lives 
or works in Greenbelt as well as 
anyone who is a member of the 
Greenbelt Consumer Cooperative. 

Many of our local cooperatives 
have influence far beyond our 
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city limits. GHI often hosts visi- 
tors from here and abroad who 
want to learn more about their 
unique history and management. 
And of course the News Review, 
in pursuing its mission to provide 
clear information about issues 
facing the local community, had 
a legal case go all the way to the 
Supreme Court which they won! 

As a cooperative community, 
Greenbelt shares in a grand tradi- 
tion of service and innovation. 
The philosophy and principles 
which underlie the cooperative 
movement continue to benefit 
businesses and communities 
throughout the world for the 
good of all.

prospective buyer requests that 
council agree to reduce the number 
of spaces to 1.75 per unit. 

According to his letter of July 
19 to Assistant Planning Director 
Terri Hruby, Birenbaum argues 
that “actual parking demand” for 
similar projects in the Washington 
area “typically falls in the range of 
1.5-1.6 spaces per unit” — in other 
words, less than what he offers. 

Birenbaum also requests some 
building footprint modifications 
in order, as he says, “to improve 
the efficiency of the parking struc- 
ture.” These changes might possi- 
bly increase “slightly” the “length 
of the parking structure,” his letter 
says. 

At the same time this change 
might slightly “reduce the foot- 
print of the residential building,” 
his letter concedes but “would not 
increase the overall total building 
footprint on the site in any mate- 
rial way.” 

At the October 6 meeting B1- 
renbaum had with him the original 
project designs which the city’s 
Advisory Planning Board and 
council had approved in 2005 and 
which were later agreed to by the 
Prince George’s County Planning 
Board. The former developer had 
then received all required approv- 
als and building permits. 

Rental Request 

The major change Birenbaum 
requested, however, was city per- 
mission to allow possible rental 
occupancy. Previously condomini- 
um purchases had been envisioned 
and approved by council. 

But the real estate market had 
changed markedly, Birenbaum ar- 
gued. “Companies need to know 
there is an alternative to get paid,” 
he said. “There is nothing worse 
than a failed condominium proj- 
ect,” he emphasized. 

Mayor Judith Davis speculated 
about the time frame they were 
talking about. She estimated that 
county approvals for the proposed 
changes would take some nine 
months, that it might be nine to 
12 months to start construction 
and that it might be 15 to 18 
months before the project could 
be completed. Implicit in her 
speculation was that the real es- 
tate situation, particularly as to a 
buyers’ market, might have turned 
around by then. 

Rodney Roberts spoke up. 
“There are too many apartments 
in the city,” he said. “A senior 
housing facility is needed,” he 
added, “but not an institution in a 
regular apartment building.” Later 
in the meeting he re-emphasized 
the point. “I would be comfort- 
able building co-ops there,” he 
said, “but not condos.” 

In response to a query about 
rental fees, Birenbaum “guessed” 
— his word — that it might be 
something like $1,800 for a two- 
bedroom unit and $1,400 for a 
one-bedroom unit. 

Councilmember Leta Mach 
wondered if Birenbaum had 
looked at cooperatives as a pos- 
sibility “that you might be able 
to sell?” 

Birenbaum responded indirectly 
that the selling of condominiums 
“tends to move in cycles.” 

Style of Units 

Councilmember Silke Pope 
wondered about the kind of units 
being envisioned. Birenbaum 
responded that the current market 
was moving toward smaller units. 
“It’s a different generation,” he 
said. 

He emphasized that, as envi- 
sioned, there would be parking 
“on your level.” There would 
also be more open spaces, he 


said, “and areas where residents 
can congregate, spaces for more 
social interaction.” The builders 
would be constrained, he added, 
“by what people can afford.” 

Stressing his personal experi- 
ence with condominiums, he said, 
“ve owned them, I’ve developed 
them, I’ve lived in them.” 

Mach commented that she be- 
lieved two- and three-bedroom 
units would sell better than one- 
bedroom units. “The second bed- 
room could be used as a den,” 
she said. 

Councilmember Emmett Jor- 
dan spoke about the proposed 
structure’s “wonderful location.” 
He wondered about the possibility 
of the developer’s “investing in 
transportation,” possibly a shuttle. 

Davis asked about storage 
rooms, possibly bike rooms. “You 
need to have storage space,” she 
said. 

Councilmembers went back 
and forth about considering the 
possibility of rental apartments 
instead of condominium sales. “It 
should be either co-ops or condo- 
miniums,” Councilmember Edward 
Putens said. “That should be our 
goal — not more apartments.” 

Davis concurred. “We don’t 
want to start rental developments,” 
she said. “We want something 
high quality — and green. It 
would be attractive to a lot of 
professional people,” she added. 

Councilmember Konrad Her- 
ling stressed the timing factor 
— “so we wouldn’t end up with 
90 rental units.” His was the 
last word. 

But Jordan had perhaps best 
expressed the tone of the meet- 
ing. “It was a thoughtful presen- 
tation,” Jordan said.
